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BISHOP POTTER AND REV. 
STEPHEN H. TYNG, JR.

"Tar ecclesiastical trial of the Rev. Mr. 
Tyng, followed by the recent admonition 
ef Bishop Potter, has pretty thoroughly 
excited the Episcopal Church, especially 
In the Diocese of New York. We probably 
have notseen the end of this question, 
judging from the tone and temper of the 
parties most interested in it Hence 2 
word or two from Sne who holds no rela- 
tions to the question, except those of a 
general observer, may not be out of place. 

The canon-law of the Church under 
@hich the indictment was framed against 
the Rev. Mr. Tyng, the trial prosecuted, 
and the sentence inflicted, expressly pro- 
vides “ that no minister belonging to this 
Church shall officiate, either by preaching, 
reading prayers, or otherwise, in the parish, 
pr within the parochial eure of another clergy- 
man, unless he has received permission 
Jor that purpose from the minister of the 
parish or cure; or, in his Absence, from 
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application to the act charged, in the 
event of a prosecution under it. : 

The judicial reprimand of Bishop Pot- 
ter isnot only lengthy, but abounds with @ 
large amount ofspecial pleading addressed 
to the public mind. It, moreover, places 
the Bishop thoroughly on the side of the 
High Church party, and more than hints 
to Low Churchmen what they may ex- 
pect from his administration of Episcopal 
authority. High Churchmen it will 
please; and Low Churchmen it will 
greatly offend. It will intensify and 
sharpen the points of antagonism between 
these two classes in the Episcopal Church. 
Whether it was wise for the Bishop thus 
to array himself on one side and against 
the other is, of course, his own qucstion. 
We greatly doubt the prudence of the act. 
We think that this trial, and the results 
thereof, will cost the Episcopal Church 
more in the way of evil than it can possi- 
bly gain in the way of benefit. The sen- 
tence inflicted upon the Rev. Mr. Tyng 
does not, and will not, harm him in the 
general esteem of men. He was charged 
with no essential immorality, and no her- 
esy in doctrine. He simply took upon 
himself the responsibility—for his own 
reasons, of which we express no opinion— 
of violating the canon-law of his own 
church. For this act many will com- 
mend him, regarding the violation as bet- 
ter than the observance. We do not see 
that he stands in need of any special sym- 
pathy. Nobody, not even a High Church- 
man of the very highest type, thinks any 
less of him than he did before the trial 
and the Bishop’s reprimand. He has not 
lost his clerical position, or indeed any- 
thing else, to make his case to himself 
practically a hard one. We do not think 
of him as a martyr; but rather asa hero,

These | 
words settle the question as to the mean- | 
ing of this canon. A “parish” or 


“parochial cure” is a territory presided | 
over by one or more ministers of the Epis- 
copal Church; and, within the limits of 
that territory, no other clergyman of that , 
ehurch has a right, by the terms of the 
tanon, to “ officiate either by preaching, | 
reading prayers, or otherwise,’ without 
first receiving the consent of the prescribed | 
authority “for that purpose.” This is 
the law of the Church adopted for the 
government of its own ministry, and, until 
repealed, binding upon that ministry. | 
Whatever we may think of the law itself, 
we see no reasonable method of placing 
upon it a different construction. 

The Rey. Mr. Tyng did violate this law, | 
knowing, as we presume, that he was do- 
ing so at the time, and hence intending to 
doso. He did preach and officiate in a | 
* Methodist meeting-house” in the city of ; 
New Brunswick, ‘ within the psrochial 
cure” of Dr. Stubbs and Dr. Boggs; not 
only without their consent, but in disre- 
gard of their express prohibition. There | 
isno dispute about the fact; and we do | 
not sce how there can be any as to wheth- | 
er the fact itself involves a distinct viola- 
tion of the canon. As to the motives of | 
the Rev. Mr. Tyng, weexpress no opinion. | 
We simply say that he committed a tres- | 
pass against the ecclesiastical law of his | 
own church, and therefore made himself | 
amenable to whatever penalty the Jaw | 
prescribes. It isnot possible for a candid 
and impartial mind to take any other | 
view of the act, considered in relation to | 
the canon we have quoted. 

So faras we have seen, there is no 
ground of complaint as to the process pur- 
sued in the trial. The usual forms prac- | 
ticed in the Episcopal Church were ob- | 
served. The Rev. Mr. Tyng was found | 
guilty of the act charged against him; the | 
court trying him recommended that he | 
should receive a judicial reprimand from 
his Bishop; and the Bishop, approving the 
Bentence, proceeded to carry it into effect. 

‘It is due to Low Churchmen to say that 
many of them have in repeated instances, 
and with perfect impunity, violated the |

This is the law as inter- 
preted by Bishop Potter for all his clergy. 
He does not forbid them to seek its repeal 
in the constitutional way; and, of course, 
he cannot forbid them to secede from the 
Church, and organize another church ona 
more liberal basis. Yet, so long as they 
remain im the Church, and the present 
law stands, obedience thereto is their only 
course. We think that the Bishop has 
interpreted the law correctly, according 
to its letter and plain meaning; and, hence, 
if amenable to it, we should either obey 
the law or renounce our allegiance to the 
We do not believe in 
the propricty of assuming an obligation 
which one does not mean to keep, espe- 
cially in public offices, whether in church 
or state. We doubt the wisdom of violat- 
ing a law for the sake of testittg it. 

Other branches of the Christian Church 
cannot fail to watch this controversy as 


| interested observers, though not directly 
| sharers in it. 


They have no such law for 
restraining the liberty of their ministers. 
They know nothing about, and care noth- 
ing about, the Episcopal theory of parishes 
or parochial curea in the territorial sense. 
They recognize each other as different 
branches of the one Church of the Living 

jod. Their jurisdiction applies simply to 
their own members, not defined by or 
having reference to any territorial bound- 
aries. A Methodist,a Presbyterian, or a 
Congregationalist may preach the Gospel 
just where he pleases, and to whom he 
pleases, and there is no law of his own 
church to forbid it. This we think much 
the better policy. If our Episcopal breth- 
ren prefer a different policy, then so be it. 
This is their question, when judging for 
themselves, and not ours. If High Church- 
men do not choose to regard other 
branches of the Christian Church as hay- 
ing a valid ministry, we shall not be care- 
ful to answer them in thismatter. We do 
not suppose that the world will tumble 
down, or that the work of God will pause 
among men, for this reason. At any rate, 
we shall exercise the liberty of preaching 
the Gospel. 

This Tyng controversy, with the princi- 
ples underlying it and involved in it, is 
not likely to pass from public notice with- 
out very marked results. We hope to be 
attentive observers of the course and pol- 
icy pursued by the Low Church party. 
Will this party submit? Will it secede? 
Will it procure the repeal of the offens- 
ive law? In short, will it face the music 
according to the exigency of the times?

We are daily revolving on our axis, 
transacting very important affairs with- 
out note orcomment from other nations. 
But this great and solemn event of the 
impeachment meets us in traversing the 
high onward orbit of our career in gov- 
ernmental justice, and draws attention 
like an eclipse of the sun. And well it 
may, being a phenomenon at first sup- 
posed revolutionary asa comet, with its 
fear of change perplexing monarchs ; but 
discovered to be the highest, most con- 
servative manifestation of the power of 
national law: the spectacle of a great na- 
tion, with its chief magistrate in judg- 
ment before the highest tribunal in the 
world, and all things the quieter, all our 
business more prosperously progressive, 
because this majestic movement is going 
on. 

But are we duly sensible of the, solem- 
nity of the juncture? There is need of 
prayer at this time, and Christians afar 
off from the Capitol may exert, if they 
please, a silent, irresistible influence, 
greater than the activity of the busiest and 
most sagacious mind working at the 
political center. There is certainly need 
that praying men be night and day pray- 
ing exceedingly. Secretary Stanton may 
be at his post as immovable as an ala- 
baster crag at Eden; so may General 
Grant; but, except the Lord keep the city, 
the watchman waketh but in vain. 

There ig danger of bribery. There 
is danger of violence. There is dan- 
ger of delay and indecision. There is 
Cobden’s taunt against us of the lack of 
pluck. There is a too anxious watching 
of the state elections. Just to think of 
the possibility of a majority of two or 
three hundred votes, on one side or the

Men say justly 
that the accuscd in this impeachment 
must be judged by the whole tenor of his

administration, which has been conducted 
from the outset in favor of the rebel and 
usurping interest. The Senate will be un- 
just if they do not make up their award 
as to particular acts under this analyzing 
light. The question whether Democrats 
or Republicans carry the election in Con- 
necticut is no part of that analysis. 

Andrew Johnson is guilty of usurpa- 
tion in undertaking to make this a white 
man’s government. At the starting of 
his career, that was his declared deter- 
mination, announced, it was said, with a 
profaneness that might have made men 
instantly think of the prophet Ezekiel’s 
message from God to the king of Judah : 
“ And thou profane, wickea prince, whose 
day is come when this iniquity shall 
have an end, thus saith the Lord God, 
remove the diadem and take off the 
crown.” It is this attempt to perpetuate 
the oppression of those for whom God 
has arisen in judgment, and whose rights 
as those of white Citizens he will com- 
pel this nation to acknowledge, for which 
God is constraining the people to remove 
the diadem. Andrew Johnson has made 
hatred and contempt of the black race 
the inspiration of his administration. 
Although God’s interposition in their 
behalf has been so manifest to all the 
world—the war itself being but a divipe 
blow for their deliverance—Andrew John- 
son is undertaking to reverse God’s de- 
signs by means of a satanic reaction, 
and to administer the government in the 
interest of the rebels against the blacks. 
We shall see which will conquer. 

In the pursuit of this rebel purpose and 
passion, he has passed from step to step 
into a direct personal seizure of the pow- 
ers of legislation, till there was no altern- 
ative left but for the Legislature to lay 
down their prerogatives at his feet, or to 
stay his career of usurpation by impeach- 
ment, and take away his power. Divine 
Providence—by that dementing retribu- 
tive process which a heathen poet de- 
scribed so tersely, “quem -Deus vult 
perdere,” etc.—compelled the House of 
Representatives into the measure of im- 
peachment when they had resolved to 
give it up. Mr. Julian recently set that 
salvation forth in a very forcible way. 

And now the thing to be settled is this, 
namely: whether one man can absorb in 
himself all the functions of our govern- 
ment, and be justified and protected in 
so doing, or put back into his office by 
the Senate to renew the experiment of 
such usurpation. If a single violation of 
lave has been committed in the attempt 
to override Congress, and the Senate 
wink at it or let it be passed over by 
judicial contrivance, or coloring of tech- 
nicality, or denial of intentional guilt, or 
argument of assumed unconstitutionality 
in the law violated, then there is no de- 
gree of future usurpatian which may not 
be dared with impunity. The precedent 
set will be that of the unimpeachable 
sacredness of the Executive, whatever he 
may undertake. 

And here it is that not a few deplore the 
mischief of the precedent already set of 
allowing the President to remain in full 
possession of his office—with all its im- 
measurable power and patronage, its com- 
mand of influence, money, and the means 
of bribery—during the trial. Men say 
that he ought to have been suspended, 
and that his net being suspended persuad- 
ed his friends to believe that his accusers 
were only half in earnest in the process of 
impeachment; was, in fact, a half-com-

by accusation as a criminal for trial, 
should have provided against such out- 
breakings of passion and crime, treachery 
and revolution. They should have pus- 
pended him from the functions of his’ of- | 
fice, thus cutting off the right hand of brib- 
ery and armed revolt, securing the country 
against the possibility of interference with 
the process of trial, and adding immeas- 
urably to the terror of impeachment for 
all future generations. 

A bad man in power would not be half 
so likely to venture the experiment of 
usurpation if he at the first meas- 
ure of impeachment id be a suspen- 
sion from his office, reducing him to a nul- 
lity in the government until the result was 
reached and the process of trial out of the 
way. There would be the same effect if a 
bad party were urging a partisan Presi- 
dent to violence as their tool. Suspen- 
sion, as an inevitable attendant upon the 
impeachment, would be more dreaded 
than the impeachment itself. Fora man 
has a thousand chances of escape while 
in office to one when he is out; and the 
same with a party. 

Now it is a sad thing to hear the possi- 
bility of bribery named in connection with 
this solemn trial. And yet men are count- 
ing, as on their fingers’ ends, the individ- 
uals that they fear or hope might be 
swayed by a shake of the hand with a 
hundred thousand dollars slipped into it. 
No human being is above temptation. 
We hear the warning voice, “ Sinner, 
sinner, Satan hath desired to have thee, 
that he may sift thee as wheat!’ There 
being such an adversary, and such formi- 
dable modes and opportunities of action, is 
there not a great emergency of prayer, and 
a great necessity for it, that the integrity 
of men exposed to such a trial may not 
fail? There is ONE mightier than Satan, 
even if the Great Tempter could renew the 
offer of all the kingdoms of this world and 
the glory of them. Doth not He that pon- 
dereth the heart consider it? And He that 
keepeth thy soul, doth not he know it? 
Ask of him, and he shall give thee wisdom 
and strength, and shall shield thee from 
the enemy. 

Let men everywhere ask grace and 
guidance for our senators, that God would 
give them firmness, unswerving integrity, 
clearness of judgment, impartiality, “ the 
spirit of love, and of power, and of a sound 
mind,” guiding them to an absolutely 
right decision and sentence, without :c- 
spect to persons. “So shall judgment 
return unto righteousness, and all the

SUPERFICIAL PIETY.

Tue Only greatness worth the name is 
the greatness of achievement. With this 
grandest lesson of history before their 
eyes, and with the open Bible in their 
hands, ft is passing strange how little con- 
ception many Christians have of the 
achievements possible in the matter of 
personal religious culture. They are like 
blind travelers walking through a gold- 
mine, With scanty food for to-day in their 
knapsacks, but with no idea of the 
untold opulence lying all around them; 
or, if they have been told that glorious 
treasures of grace are within their reach, 
they have crude, inadequate, and often 
utterly erroneous notions as to what they 
are and how to appropriate them. It can- 
not be denied that a very low standard of 
Christian experience prevails in the Church 
at large. Few subjects seem to be so 
little understood as that subject which 
ought to occupy the most earnest thoughts 
of every man. 

Thereis, indeed, a very general attention 
to religious matters. There are a great 
many churches built, multitudes of per- 
sons frequent them, the holy eucharist is 
regularly and decorously administered to 
millions of men, benevolent contributions 
have rapidly increased of late, and relig- 
ious intelligence even more rapidly. We 
live in the splendid dawn of the evangeliz- 
ing era. History will record as the dis- 
tinguishing glory of the first half of the 
current century the single fact that it wit- 
nessed the fair grapple of Christianity 
with heathenism. The press has been

But, whatever the cause, the fact con- 
fronts us that the standard God has set up 
is rarely reached, or even resolutely ap- 
proached; and the frank admission of 
the fact is a long step toward acure.

a caricature of the divine ideal. 

Mrs. Stowe gives a very forcible pre- 
sentation of this thought in her tract on 
“Primitive Christian Experience.” She 
supposes the soul of an average modern 
Christian (during one of those too com- 
mon and too long periods which with

Wan ectoom ‘But retigion has broadened 
more then it has deepened; it has spread 
forth its branches more than it has shot 
down its roots. 

There is a vast deal of superficial piety. 
The facility and respectability of church, 
membership have brought many into the 
communion of the church who have never 
been converted. There are names on our 
church records which charity itself cannot 
believe the recording angel has ever writ- 
ten in Ged’s book of remembrance. 

One evidence of the superficial ideas 
which prevail as to what religion is may 
be found in the common assumption that 
it consists largely in certain forms. Some 
men think more of “ joining the church” 
than of joining Christ; as though the 
church were a great ark, in which every 
passenger may be sure of a safe ferriage 
over the river of death. Parents think 
their children are “ old enough to join the 
church and receive the sacrament.” It 
has been said to me, “Since the death of 
my child,” or, “Since my misfortune in 
business, I have felt as though it was 
about time for me to unite with the 
church”; when it was perfectly evident 
that no moral transformation had taken 
place or was contemplated, and that the 
proposed enrollment was looked on very 
much as a paid-up policy of eternal life 
insurance, Let the trumpet be sounded, 
and the people warned that church-mem- 
bership, without conversion or any seri- 
ous purpose and effort to lead a holy life, 
may be, and often is, a delusion and a 
snare. The preaching of Christ is de- 
clared by inspiration to be in some cases 
‘“‘a savor of death unto death”; and so 
the church maybe a cradle to rock a man 
to sleep in his sins. Thefe are cases in 
one-branch of the church of children be- 
ing inducted into membership at twelve 
or fourteen years of age, with no other 
conditions than that they have been bap- 
tized, and that they are able to recite the 
Apostolic Creed and certain other pre- 
scribed formulas of doctrine; ‘“ con- 
firmed,” it is to be feared they are, in 
irreligion and in sin. Many evangelical 
ministers of that church will not present 
any person for confirmation without sat- 


tisfactory evidence of a spiritual change. 


Would that the error they lament as 
fraught with immense evils might have 
no place in the churches which dissent 
from their superabundant forms. 

Another illustration of superficial piety 
is the conception of many disciples of 
Jesus that religion consists chiefly in conver- 
sion. When a man is converted, they will 
say he has “ got religion”; and they tacit- 
ly assume that, if he can only keep it, or, 
if he losses it, get it again, that is all that 
ought to be expected. They regard re- 
ligion as a kind of portable life-preserver, 
which it is important to have always 
buckled on, chiefly because no man can 
tell at what moment he may go over- 
board. The religious life of such a man 
aspires to nothing higher, and in point of 
fact falls much lower, than the mainte- 
nanee from day to day of a comfortable 
sense of God’s favor. A miserably dull 
scholar is hé, forever droning over the 
A BC of religious experience, a perpetual 
infant, often hearing but never heeding 
Paul’s almost indignant summons, “ Leay- 
ing the (first) principles of the doctrine of 
Christ” —that is, the Gospel alphabet—“ let 
us go on unto perfection; not laying 
again the foundation of repentance from

Here is a young man setting out in life. 
Of course, his preference is to become rich 
and prosperous. But be ehooses also to 
lead a career of indolence and thriftless- 
ness, Which inevitably brings him to. poy- 
erty and keeps him there. His poverty 
is the fruit of his own conduct, Again, 
no man voluntarily chooses the disgrace, 
and disease, and horrors of drunkenness. 
But thousands, alas! do choose to tamper 
with the wine-glass and the brandy-bottle, 
and their own free choice brings them 
surely to the drunkard’s self-damnation. 
Did that poor girl who gave her heart and 
hand to the showy vagabond who stole 
her affections choose to become a wretch- 
ed wife? Yet she did choose to marry him ; 
she did it in spite of reason and conscience, 
and dearly does she pay the consequences 
of her choice, 

In the same manner, my impenitent 
friend, when you decide to reject the 
knocking Saviour from your heart, you 
do choose to risk the awful consequences. 
When you choose to live onin sin, to 
follow the devices and desires of your 
own lusts, and to grieve the Holy Spirit 
of love, you deliberately choose everlast- 
ing death. You choose the road that 
leads to death. Ifyou are lost, it will be 
your own fault. It will not be your 
Heavenly Father's fault; he says to you, 
“ Choose life!” It will not be the loving 
Saviour’s fault; he says to you, “ Look 
unto me and live!” Itis not the fault of 
that patient spirit of truth which is now 
pleading with you to renounce sin and 
accept the atonement offered to you in the 
Gospel. 

It is a delightful thought that your en- 
couragements to seek life are so abundant. 
The Word of God overflows with en- 
couragements. You may grow discour- 
aged in seeking wealth, or health, or of- 
fice, or great literary attainments. But 
no lwing man or woman need despair of 
gaining salvation. Ifyou seek itin time, 
and seek it rightly, it is yours. The only 
time you are sure of is the present, and 
the only way is through penitence and 
faith in the crucified Jesus. Eternal life 
is now within your reach. It does not 
depend on intellect, or wealth, or social 
patronage, or on the will of another. It 
depends on your own willingness to accept 
the Saviour, and by divine help to serve 
him faithfully. God will not hinder you, 
and Satan cannot hinder you, if you are 
inearnest. The only being who can de- 
stroy you is your own self! God is love; 
and God sets before you life and death, 
and says to you, ‘with infinite tenderness, 
“Choose life! Give me thy heart!”

This statement, how ever, is reccived 
wit! incredulity by some. They have 
never so found God. They cannot con- 
ceive of such a thing; and, thereforey they 
are skeptical about it. They have not re, 
flected that the communion of sympa- 
thetic human souls can never be explained 
by words to one who has not felt it. But 
let it be supposed that a person mature in 
years is found, who has good intellectual 
powers and general culture, such as the 
possibilities of the case allow, but who 
was born entirely deaf. He. has never 
perceived a sound. An absolute silence 
has made his whole experience. “How 
strange to his thought all that others 
write, or attempt by signs to teach him, 
in respect to that something which they 
call sound! Of all that he reads of the 
melody of birds, 
waters, of the whispering wind and the 
howling storm, of the roar of the ocean 
and the peal of the thunder, he can form 
to himself no notion. He sees one go to the 
piano and pass the fingers over the keys. 
To him there is nothing but motion. Yet 
he sees others greatly affected by it. Now 
their faces beam with joy; now they are 
pensive and thoughtful; now they kin- 
dle into smiles; now tears gush into the 
eyes. How profound the mystery! 
What can it be that produces these effects ? 
How singular that the pow¢r, whatever it 
be, has not the smallest influence on him ! 
So over and over he reasons with himself. 
He would at once conclude that the 


sound is given was wholly an imaginary 
thing; but that he has confidence in the 
wisdom and truthfulness of those who 
testify to what they fecl. 

Just 80 impossible it is for one who 
lacks spiritual perception to conceive 
what is meant by God’sreyealed presence 
in the soul.

The flustration suggests thoughts on the 
aliment contained in the truth preached, 
and hunger of soul in relation to it. 

There are some preachers who are gift- 
ed with unusual power to impress the 
mind and awaken honest attention to the 
truth. Others may be more eloquent, 
learned, intellectually ingenious, or pto- 
found; but there is in the discourses of 
these a savor of the trath of God, which 
makes them pre-eminent in sacred teach- 
ing. Whatever theme they may select 
from the Scriptures, their words carry with 
them mysterious energy to convict, to ex- 
hibit the excellence of Gospel righteous- 
ness, to nourish the inmost life of belicv- 
ers. Doubtless such power may connect 
itself, to some extent, with natural ad- 
yantages. But they can have no other 
value than aS happy instruments of the 
truth which is not of man but of God. 
The secret of proper pulpit power fs that 
the preacher deals with the naked verities 
of revelation. He seizes the inward spfr- 


itual essence of the Sacred Ward, ena 
shat he strives to communicate with the 


least poseible alloy of a human element. 

The Scriptures are distineuished from 
all otber utterances of men in this, that 
in all their forms there lurks a spirit of 
truth, which proceeds from the mind of 
God to the mind of the world. This alone 
divinely enlightens, recreates, vivifies. It 
penetrates to all the principles and affec- 
tions. It ministers to the deepest wants of 
our being, diffusing life-giving energies to 
every organ of man’s spiritual economy. 
This is the heavenly food of the soul, 
without which spiritual life declines. And, 
as with the food that nourishes the body, 
there are organs that aptly appropriate to 
the different functions of life its several 
virtues, s6 there are digestive processes in 
the soul, by which the truth made known 
in simplicity and godly sincerity is profit- 
able to the most varied wants of all who 
hear. 

This food of the spiritual nature is 
never wanting in the revealed truth. But 
it must be received. The soul must feed 
upon it. There must be desire for it. 
What, then, is Aunger for the truth? 

1. It is a feeling of need. The spiritual 
mind is cqpscious of the imperfectness of 
all natural good. The soul cries out for 
the living God. And it turns to the ora- 
cles of truth, because there it communes 
with him and drinks in his pure Tife and 
grace. The Christian feels, also, how,far he 
is from being sanctified through the truth. 
He is conscious of many rooted errors of 
belief and practice. Deep and strong cur- 
rents of evil still sweep through his sou). 
Better purposes within him need continual 
invigoration from above. And so the 
hungering soul habitually waits on the 
ministrations of the Divine Word, not 
knowing the particular good it shall re- 
ceive, but expecting and desiring that 
which He who knoweth our frame sees to 
be needful. 

2. Satisfaction in the truth. The heart 
that is in accord with God finds unspeak- 


expresses this when he says of the judg- 
ments of the Lord that they are “ sweeter 
than honey and the honeycomb.” As the 
natural light is pleasant to healthy vision, 
and fills the pure mind with joy through 
the objects it reveals, so the light ‘of re- 
vealed truth gives perpetual and rich 
pleasure to the mind that loves the things 
of God’s grace. There is no, happiness 
like this. This is the unseen attraction of 
God’s house, which avails to draw earnest 
souls to it one day in seven throughout 
the longest life, so that the Christian can 
truly say, “My soul longeth, yea, even 
fainteth, for the courts of the Lord.” 
8. Strona preference of truth. There is 
marked difference in minds as regards 
ative love of truth. There are honest 
naturesin the world, that loathe error 
and take pleasure in simple verity, They 
choose light rather than darkness. Then 
there are others whose whole mental and 
moral being moves in an element of false- 
hood. They shrink from the knowledge 
of themselves in their selfish, sinister, and 
corrupt purposes, and therefore truth is 
painful to them; for it is the light, of 
God’s purity and dread judgment bar 
shining in and through them, Their in- 
stiucts are fo falsify, to deceive ,them- 
selves. “‘Eyen their mind and con- 
science is defited.”

“from the gossipy and effeminate friendships 
of forced boarding-schoo!l intimacies.” The 
resident ar itho- ities are to be women, and 
the teachers the best qualified of either sex. 


—A dispatch from the priests who ac- 
companied the Montreal Papal Zouaves, 
dated Rome, March lith, says: “ The Zou- 
aves have arrivedin Rome. Allarein good 
health. Send another corps.” Either the 
young men did not intend, as was sur- 
mised, to have a good time in visiting Paris, 
Marseilles, etc., or the French Government 
would not allow it. 


—The King of Hanover has taken advan- 
tage of bis silver wedding to assert his right 
to the throne, and to declare his firm convic- 
tion that he will soon be restored. This 
course gave intense annoyance to the govern- 
mentin Berlin, who were attempttzg to catry 
through the Chambers a bill granting him a 
large pension. He wants the money, and 
bas attempted to explain away bis language. 


—A disconsolate bachelor has published in 
Frazer's Magazine a lamentation over the ex- 
penses which have hindered him from de- 
serting his order. He sets down the mere 
initial expenses of the ceremony at £500, and 
pathetically declares that, although in his 
present condition he can enjoy every com- 
fort of life for £1,000 a year, he would bea 
mere pauper if he ventured to marry on such 
a paltry income. 


—In Sunderland Parish, England, the 
church authorities have been plundering ‘the 
tradesmen’s shops for church-rates. Among 
other goods, they seized a number of loaves 
of sugar, weighing 35 pounds each. Mistak- 
ing the meaning of the refiner’s private num- 
ber (27) upon them, they sold them as weigh- 
ing 27 pounds eacb. Not a little merriment 
is indulged in at their expéuse, inasmuch as 
tbe acconnts of the parish show a charge of 
six shillings, itself outrageous, for weighing 
and warehousing these seventeen loaves and 
ten cheeses. 


—The whole of the party forming the late 
Livingstone search expedition enjoyed per- 
fect immunity from disease’ during four 
months’ travel; and it was not until seven 
days after leaving the Zambesi, on the malari- 
ous delta of which the party was encamped 
from Noy, llth to Dee. 4th, that one man 
was seized on board the Raccoon with bilious 
remittent fever. He, however, recovered, 
The expedition worked from sunrise to sun- 
set, in boats or walking, on two meals a day, 
at starting and halting, except a light lunch 
at midday. A full dose of quinine at night 
was always taken.

—The United Presbyterians have a theo- 
logical seminary in Osiowt, connected with 
their mission to the Copts. Rev. Mr. Hogg 
has the eharge of it. He has fifteen stu- 
dents, who have, some of them, submitted to 
the bastinado rather than leave the school. 
The local government is very hostile, and 
Miss McKown’s school for girls was nearly 
deserted at one time; but she now hasan 
average of twenty-five names on her month- 
ly roll. 


—Education is rapidly spreading in, Russia. 
In the army and navy the officers are re- 
quired to give regular instruction to their 
men; and ft is found that, assoon as the 
rudiments of spelling are overcome, the first 
reading-book generally adopted is the New 
Testament, or the Four Gospels. When 
libraries are formed for the benefit of the 
people the Scriptures have a prominent 
position. It is Impossible to eontemplate 
the many changes taking place in Russia 
without admiration of the policy which has 
diciated them. 





—Mission agencies haye done most of the 
Work of education. in Jamaica since the 
ancipation of the slaves. At that time 
government made considerable grants for ia- 
structing the freedmen; but the money was 
mainly spent in building school-houses, and 
the grants were gradually withdrawn. Out 
of 19,738 scholars, 10,572 are in the schools of 
the various religious bodies. Gov. Grant—a 
very different man from his predecessor, Gov. 
Eyre—is attempting to do his best to in- 
crease the efficiency of these schools. He 
bas already cut down the church establish- 
ment by $50,000, which he devotes to educa- 
tion. He assists in supporting all mission- 
schools of a fair grade of scholarship, 


—Some of the religious books distributed 
at the Paris Exposition have found their way 
into Spain, and excited the alarm of the 
priests who control the Qucen’s conscience, 

A Malaga paper-says: “A royal order has 
been addressed to the governor of this proy- 
ince, directing him to unite with the ec- 
clesiastical authorities in diligently search- 
ing out the authors of the propagandism now 
carried on in Malaga and the other provinces 
near Gibraltar, Wy means of the distribution 
of books contrary to the doctrines of our 
church, and tending to destroy the unity of 
our faith.

Beautiful and beneficent is the act of 
doing justice to an injured fellow-citizen. 
Every white citizen of Michigan ought to 
take a genuine delight in the coming op- 
portunity for righting the negro, Every 
true gentleman in that state, every citi- 
wen possessing a nice sense of honor, every 
voter whose suffrage is guided by con- 
science and not partisanship, every patriot 
who exalts principle above prejudice, will 

be ready to vote for the equal civil and 
political rights of all American citizens, 
without distinction of color or race. 

If the negroes of Michigan were a tribe 
of giants, if they were likely to capture 
her cities and enslave her people, if they 
Were superior in numbers and vices to the 
whites, there might be some reason for the 
fears of those timid Republicans who 
dread to vote for negro suftrage from an 
ominous apprehension of negro supremacy. 
But the negroes of Michigan, as of Con- 
necticut, are a mere handful of the state’s 








“It is to my mind,” he continues,

Such pictures as this young man, 
with enormous industry and for enormous 
pay, throws off by the cart-load are suffi- 
ciently odd, grotesque, and extravagant to 
possess a quaint and weird interest. But to 
give them any high rank in the world of 
art, or their designer any high rank in the 
world of artists, is enough to make the 
great masters shudder in their graves. 
Imagine Raphael looking over the spas- 
modic extravaganzas of Gustave Doré, 
and calling them great, or high, or true, 
or worthy! Compare the pure and sweet 
simplicity of the ten Cartoons or the Sis- 
tine Madonna with the coarse, sensuous, 
and vulgar illustrations in Doré’s Bible! 

Mr. Ruskin is entirely right when he 
sums up Doré’s work as being “ the bold- 
est violation of the instincts of human 
honor and decency known yet in art his- 
tory.”

Ritualism in Engiand.—Two im 
portant bodies have lately considered the 
vexed question of ritualism. The Convoca- 
tion of Canterbury was attended by fifteen 
bishops, besides enjoying the presence of the 
archbishops of York and Armagh and other

The subject was presented by the Bishop of 
London, but was very gingerly treated. The 
Bishop of Oxford denied that the Church of 
England was drifting toward the Church of 
Rome; but it was only because, being him. 
self in the current, he could not perceive 
the drift. The only result was the adoption 
of a mild resolution, reflecting equally upon 
excess and defect in the use of the ritual, ag 
if the latter were as injurious as the former. 
At the same time, the bishops spent most 
ofa day in discussing petitions in favor of 
the permission to carry the consecrated 
elements through the etreets in priestly 
robes from the church to the houses of the 
sick. One of the articles declares that “ the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was not by 
Christ’s ordinance reserved, carried about, 
lifted up, or worshiped’’; and a rubric ex- 
pressly declares against the reserving of tha 
elements. The bishops, instead of indigs 
nantly rejecting the petition, which fayored 
the grossest idolatry, discussed it seriously. 
The Church Association, whose object ig 
the suppression of Romanizing tendencies, 
met on Fébruary 25th. They entered a. pro- 
test against seven principal errors of the 
ritualists: viz., that the Lord’s Supper is a 
propitiatory sacrifice; that Christ’s bedy

It is true that curiosity experi- 
ments want the value of exactness, and are 
unreliable in estimates of cost, amounts, 
etc. But if any man, trying, however care- 
lessly, a seed or cutting, finds it profitable, 
he will be likely to. continue more careful- 
ly ; or, if he goes no further himself, some 
geighbor will 

In a number of the Country Gentleman 
issued in January a farmer chronicles the 
profitable results following the planting of 
A new variety of oats,sent to him from 
the Patent Office. The Agriculturist of 
the seme month tells of a new Lespedeza 
growing in Georgia, which promises ¢o 
goyer the sandy land of the South with a 
valuable kind of clover. This new plant 
should be widely spread, to test its worth ; 
and who can better disseminate informa- 
tion for the general good than the General 
Government ? 

The new commissioner promises, among 
his other reforms, tomake the experiment- 
al farm self-supporting hereafter. This 
is a confession of imbecility at the outset, 
and shows that he does not understand 

e What an experimental farm should be. I 
have touched on this point before, and 
need not repeat myself; but cannot forbear 
pointing to a few experiments which 
might be perfectly tried at the expense of 
Government, which, however unprofitable 
as a matter of farm income, would be 
very valuable to the nation. Go back 
astep in our agricultural progress, and 
look at the views advocated by Jethro 
Tull, and prac ticed for many years by Mr.

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MONEY MARKET. 


THE last week has been one of extra- 
ordinary stringency in the money market. 
The very reprehensible practice of lock- 
ing up greenbacks has been resorted to by 
certain bear operators in Wall Street, to 
the great detriment of the business com- 
munity; but we have reason for believing 
that ceridin large dealers in Government 
securities have been most unjustly ac- 
cused ‘of joining in the combination to 
put up the rates of interest. 

To whatever cause the effect may be 
due, the fact is unhappily true that money 
has been uncomfortably tight, and as high 
as } percent. commission has been paid 
by houses with good securities for one 
day’s use of large amounts. Seven per 
cent. in gold was freely paid by large 
stock-houses, and some of the sound- 
est firms in Broad Strect found it diffi- 
cult te ‘make their bank accounts 
good ‘by 3 o'clock. At the close 
of the ‘week there was a_ better 
feeling among borrowers, and more readi- 
ness among lenders; but no material 
change can'be anticipated until after the 
Gth of April, when the banks will have 
made their quarterly returns. Only one 
failure of any magnitude has been re- 
ported, but ‘two or three large stock- 
houses and dealers in gold came uncom- 
fortably near'a stoppage. In commercial 
paper the negotiations have been cf- 
fected with difficulty, and first-class 
names have sold at from 8 to 10 per cent. 
The banks have been acting with great 
caution, and the weekly statement shows 
that they had good cause for it. The re- 
duction of currency and of deposits is 
very large, and the whole character of the 
statement has a blue look. Gold has sold 
as low as 138%. 

When compared with the return of the 
previous week, the ‘followins changes are 
presented: A decrease in the deposits of 
$9,996,944, in the tecal-tender notes of 


$2,447,780, in the loans of $5,899,134, in 
the specie ‘of $1,800,398, and in the circu- 
lation of $810. The totals of the last two 
statements are as follows:

The statement ‘shows that the liabilities 

of the city banks in deposits and circula- 
tion aggregate $225,404,007, and that their 
reserve in legal-tender notes and specie is 
$70,205,394, or $13,854,370 in excess of the 
legal limit of 25 per cent. upon the liabili- 
ties, which would amount to $56,351,024, 
If we deduct the specie, we find that the 
reserve is more than four millions below 
the legal limit. 
Thisstringency in money just now will 
probably have a marked influence on Con- 
gress, and will render more sure the pas- 
sage of the bill for increasing the amount 
of greenbacks to $400, 000,¢ 000. It will 
probably induce some action, too, toward 
causing Mr. McCulloch to issue the full 
amount of the 8 per cent. certificates, 
which wereto take the place of $50,000,000 
of compouné-interest notes.
